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Nixon Lifts 
Meat Import

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon lifted all quota re­ 
strictions on meat imports to­ 
day “in an effort to remedy a 
short-term shortage” and curb 
rising meat prices. 
But Nixon ruled out a freeze 
on meat and other food prices, 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury 
George Shultz said at a White 
House news conference where 
Nixon’s 
decision 
was 
an­ 
nounced. 
Removal of the quotas for the 
rest of 1972 "m ay not fully 
solve the problem,” Nixon said 
in a statement. "Further meas­ 
ures will be taken as necessary 
and appropriate.” 
Bloat of the imported m eat is 
lower-cost cuts which go into 
processed 
products 
such 
as 
hamburger, hot dogs, 
salami 
and sausages. 
Officials questioned whether 
the decision would have an im­ 
mediate 
impact 
on 
surging 
meat prices, saying it could 
take weeks or months for any 
increase imports to be felt in 
the United States. 
Shultz, 
who 
heads 
Nixon’s 
Cost of Living Council, offered 
little optimism that the action 
would result in reduced prices. 
The main objective, he said, is 
to 
stabilize 
meat 
prices 
by 
eliminating repeated surges at 
the wholesale level.

Massive cleanup, relief and 
rebuilding efforts have begun 
as the flood, w aters recede in 
the devastated East. Hie death 
toll from the weeklong storm 
stood at 117 today and tens of 
thousands remained homeless.

their banks, thousands returned 
to their homes and businesses 
to clear away silt with shovels 
and brooms, and there was a 
break in the crisis that began 
when the storm named Agnes 
slammed 
acrosa 
the 
Florida 
coast on her disastrous course 
a week ago. 
With property damage over 
the $1 billion m ark in Pennsyl­ 
vania 
alone, 
the 
storm-torn 
states looked to the federal gov­ 
ernm ent for assistance, and a 
presidential aide promised it 
would be forthcoming. 
The pledge came after tne 
governors of five states and a 
representative from, a sixth met 
in 
Harrisburg, 
Pa., 
Sunday 
with George A. Lincoln, direc­ 
tor of the President’s Office of 
Emergency Preparedness. 
Red Cross officials said 112,* 
000 homeless people were being 
cared for at 330 emergency 
shelters in Pennsylvania, New 
York, Virginia and Maryland, 
and they launched a disaster 
fund campaign for $1 million. 
While most of the flood threat 
was past, watches were still 
kept in several areas including 
Petersburg, Va.t where the Ap­ 
pomattox 
River was not ex­ 
pected to crest until tonight, 
and Almond, N.Y., threatened 
by a 14-mile-long artificial lake 
of rainwater behind a highway 
embankment.

The largest winning margin 
previously ttos season on the 
tour was Lee Trevino’s four- 
stroke victory in the Memphis 
Open. 
Jamieson, who came up from 
the caddy ranks at Oakwood

Indiana State political 
conventions are history for 1972, 
while a kaleidoscope of impres­ 
sions remain.

What little 
was done, was caused by im­ 
properly hung signs and cigar­ 
ette burns on the wall-to-wall 
carpeting. 
No smoking signs were promi­ 
nently displayed in all halls as 
well as the convention floor. 
They were flagrantly ignored 
and no one was concerned. A 
new fire station 
is

across the street, but I did not 
see the first Fire Marshal.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—-House 
Speaker Otis R. Bowen’s nomi­ 
nation 
for 
governor 
Friday 
showed that Booster Republi­ 
cans, while admiring Gov. Ed­ 
gar D. 
Whitcomb’s economy 
program, have decided proper­ 
ty tax relief can’t be ignored 
any longer. 
Bowen 
has 
been Identified 
with property tax relief pro­ 
grams 
for 
more 
than 
five 
years. Whitcomb has scoffed at 
them, contending economy in 
government is the only way to 
true tax relief. 
But while Whitcomb has held 
the line on state sales and in­ 
come 
taxes, 
local property 
taxes have increased through­ 
out the state. Bowen’s oppo­ 
nents for the nomination sup­ 
ported Whitcomb’s stand. 
With only two major 
ex­ 
ceptions in Friday’s Republican 
State Convention, every area of 
the state went for Bowen. 
The major exceptions were 
Allen County, where favorite 
son Phillip E. Gutman of Fort 
Wayne polled less than twice as 
many votes 
as Bowen, 
and 
Marion County, where former 
County Chairman L. Keith Bu­ 
len showed he still has a good 
deal of influence. 
Gutman pulled 77 votes in Al­ 
len 
County, 
compared 
with 
Bowen’s 41 and only one for 
Owen Circuit Court Judge Wil­ 
liam T. Sharp. 
Sharp 
was 
the 
candidate 
backed by Whitcomb and Bu­ 
len. A former Indianapolis mu­ 
nicipal court judge and an un­ 
successful 
candidate 
for 
In­ 
dianapolis mayor several years 
ago, he took slightly less than 
two-thirds of the Marion County 
vote. 
Marion County gave 205 to 
Sharp, 58 to Bowen, 53 to W. W. 


Hill Jr. of Indianapolis and nine 
to Gutman. 
Marion County gave Sharp 
his only strong showing. In the 
four-county area including his 
home of the past two years, 
Bowen outpolled him 30 to 11. 
In Thursday night’s Marion 
County delegate caucus, Bulen 
reportedly said anyone support­ 
ing Hill could vote for him and 
everyone else should vote for 
Sharp. 
Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
G. Lugar also endorsed Sharp; 
some delegates interpreted this 
as an act of loyalty to Bulen. 
State Rep. John C. Hart of 
Indianapolis, a strong backer of 
Bowen’s 
property 
tax 
relief 
program, 
was 
credited 
with 
consolidating Bowen’s 
Marion 
County support. 
Hart admitted later this was 
the reason he filed for the nom­ 
ination for lieutenant governor. 
But he said his unexpectedly 
strong showing made him a 
serious candidate for the office 
later in his campaign. 
Outside of Marion and Allen 
Counties, Bowen lost only two 
of the «reas represented on the 
convention's 47 voting machin­ 
es.

Q. — There is a section of a 
cold water pipe in our house 
that leaks. I have patched it 
three times now. It lasts a few 
weeks, 
then leaks 
again. 
I 
would like to replace that part 
of the pipe. I did a similar re­ 
pair some years ago, but re­ 
member that 1 had a vary diffi­ 
cult time trying to get the new 
piece of pipe to fit. Can you 
help me? By the way, it’s or­ 
dinary galvanized pipe, not cop­ 
per or brass. 
A. — Actually, this is a job 
for a plumber. However, if the 
regulations in your community 
do not forbid replacement of a 
section 
of 
water pipe, 
you 
should be able to handle it. The 
trick is to use two pieces of 
pipe, not one. After shutting off 
the water, cut the damaged 
pipe with a hacksaw anywhere 
from 4 to 6 inches from a joint.

Had Number 
Of Badwomen

DALLAS (AP) - II there 
ever was a time and place for 
a woman’s personality to burst 
into full bloom, it was in the 
Old West. 
And bloom some women did, 
often to the 
aggravation of 
men, particularly sheriffs. 
The truly free spirits were 
the young women who headed 
West to find adventure, a hus­ 
band and wealth—all three in 
one package if possible. 
A short list of the more noted 
of these women would include 
Flora Quick, Ann Bassett Will­ 
is, Belle Starr, Dona Tules, Ca­ 
lamity 
Jane, 
Poker 
Alice 
Tubbs, and, in a somewhat dif­ 
ferent subculture, Molly Brown. 
These 
women—you 
hesitate 
to call all of them ladies—are 
discussed in a new book, “Wily 
Women of the West,” by Grace 
E. Ray of Oklahoma. 
Perhaps the best known of 
the badwomen of the West was 
Myra Belle Shirley who went 
down in the history books as 
Belle Starr. 
Some of her more noted asso­ 
ciates we're the Younger Broth­ 
ers Gang and the Jesse James 
crowd. 
Belle was accused of many 
crimes, including murder, but 
the only thing that can be au­ 
thenticated even hazily is horse 
stealing. She was assassinated 
as she rode toward hom e- 
killed by a blast of buckshot in 
the back. 
Outside the ranching culture 
was a red-haired girl named 
Maggie Tobin. She went West 
as a hash slinger and married 
Leadvile Johnny Brown, who 
became 
a 
multimillionaire 
when he discovered gold. 
They moved to Denver and 
built 
a 
mansion 
amid 
the 
homes of what was called the 
“Sacred Thirty-Six’ of Denver 
society and wealth. 
She was not accepted for a 
number of reasons, one being 
that she was uneducated and 
unmannered. 
Maggie set out to rectify that. 
She studied hard and soon was 
a member of Paris society. 
The rough edges worn off, 
she settled in Newport, was 
listed in the Social Index and 
associated 
with 
the 
Astors, 
Whitneys and Vanderbilts. They 
particularly loved the way she 
could tell a story. 
Yet she would have been a 
nonentity today bad she not 
been aboard the Titanic when it 
hit an iceberg April 15, 1912. 
The 
passengers 
had 
been 
brainwashed about the boat’s 
unsinkability and most women 
and children refused to get into 
lifeboats. 
Maggie—young, 
strong 
and 
sometimes 
domineering—went 
about the deck, shoving women 
and kids into lifeboats, scream­ 
ing at them, 
and generally 
made herself a heroine. 
When the rescue liner, the 
Carpathia, landed in New York, 
Maggie, who bad a lusty way 
with words, told a reporter air­ 
ily, “I’m unsinkable.’ 
So now you know who she has 
become in legend, fact, soug 
and theater. 
She 
was 
“The 
Unsinkable 
Molly Brown.”

Membersliip Meet 


The Rush County Association 
for Retarded Children held their 
membership banquet Thursday 
evening at the St. Mary auditor­ 
ium with approximately 125 per­ 
sons in attendance. 
The Brothers and Sisters from 
the Arlington Christian Church 
gave their musical program. 
They were under the direction 
of their minister, Rick Branson. 
Ed Otting, guest speaker, cap­ 
tured his audience with his down 
to earth message about how 
mental retardation played a part 
in his family. He quoted from 
a favorite article “For the long 
silence is 
broken, the deathly 
silence of parents and public in 
regard to their retarded chil­ 
dren.” All too long indeed has 
the retarded child been hidden 
in silence, for until we dared 
to speak and to listen, his plight 
has gone unredeemed. He has 
not been able to speak for him­ 
self, this poor chüd, and in the 
midst of life, he has lived, as on 
dead, waiting to be revealed. 
Now, thank God, there are 
those who speak for him; and 
who can speak more eloquently 
than his parents. No longer sur­ 
rounded by false shame, the 
parents of retarded children are 
telling their story, revealing 
their sorrow and their loss, de­ 
manding for their children the 
same right that other children 
have in our free society, the 
right to opportunity for growth 
and happiness. 
Mr. Otting told the group about 
• few of the projects of the In­ 
diana Association for Retarded 
Children. The Special Olympics 
for the retarded and handicap­ 
ped is now involving 1000 ath­ 
letes. Glenda Sue Hall, Milroy, 
participated in the Olympics last 
weekend. Jaycee Honey Sunday 
netted over $80,000 to be shar­ 
ed by the local chapters of the 
J a v c e e s and the local ARC chap­ 
ters. The IARC has a member­ 
ship close to 14,000. The mem­ 
bers participate in their local 
chapters, regional meetings and 
state and national conferences. 
Over 800 persons participated 
in the 15th Annual Conference 
held this past April at Purdue 
University. The IARC has a 
camping program at 16 church 
camps. 
In closing Mr. Otting touched 
each heart when he said 'Our 
exceptional children aren’t real­ 
ly asking for any special favors 
if we can adopt as a philosophy 
those words of Henry David 
Thoreau: 
"If a man does not keep pace 
with his companions, perhaps it 
is because he hears a different 
drummer. Let him step to the 
music which he hears, however 
measured or far away.” 
Mike Gallager, state 
repre­ 
sentative of the IARC, welcom­ 
ed Rush County into the As­ 
sociation by presenting a mem­ 
bership 
plaque 
to 
President 
Tom Mahaffey. In accepting the 
plaque Mr. Mahaffey told of the 
group’s beginnings and some of 
the goals to be accomplished in 
the future. Mr. Mahaffey intro­ 
duced 
county 
commissioners, 
Gail Abernathy and Earl F. 
Priest; former mayor, Walter 
Stevens and the Vice President 
and Program Chairman of the 
RCARC, Darwin Brewer. Bob 
Eder was introduced and thank­ 
ed for making the arrangements 
for the dinner. The ladies of the 
church who participated in the 
preparation of the meal were 
thanked. The Director of FATE 
Center, Connersville, Ray Mau- 
ger was introduced. FATE Cen­ 
ter employs and trains young 
adults and is now serving Rush 
County by employing four per­ 
sons from Rushville. 
Memberships were received 
following the meeting.
